In addition to this activity which is 
a violation of the Fraud by Wire Statute when 
used on interstate calls, subject has 
apparently been able to gain access to a com- 
puter at the University of Michigan through 
use of his electronically equipped telephone. 
He has also been able to "tap" a restricted 
conference circuit of AT&T and has attempted 
to gain access to other restricted areas.
